Liquor Tax Upheld 


Court Ignores Question of 


Senator Gutensohn's 


Vote 


LITTLE ROCK -(/Pj- The Arkan- 


sas Supreme Court Monday upheld 
the 1939 Nyberg act levying a sales 
tax on beer and liquor, ruling that 
its constitutionality had already been 
decided by the court last June 12. 


Invoking the doctrine of res ad- 


judicata ("something decided") the 
court ignored 
the question of "the 


validity of the vote cast for the act 
by Paul Gutcnsohn, Fort Smith, who 
.was appointed to serve in the senate 
by Governor Bailey. 


All seven members of the court 


agreed the act was constitutional, but 
Associate Justice Frank Smith and 
E. L. McHaney differed with the 
other five as the reasoning by which 
the decision was reached. 


In a separate opinion Associat Jus- 


tice Smith sharply criticized the court 
for its failure to reconsider the valid- 
ity of Gutensohn's voye, which was 
ruled invalid by the court in con- 
nection with the voided 
emergency 


clause in Governor Bailey's 141-mil- 
lion-dollar highway bond refunding 
bill.

WASHINGTON — Much of the con- ] 


flict over the design of recent classes' 
of destroyers appears lo spring from | 
an effort to reconcile two schools of 
thought by letting both have their 
way. 


Destroyers are those low-cut, slim- 


hipped boats, about the size of a 
mlddle.woight yacht, that can outrun 
any warship afloat. They have two 
major duties—to destroy or neutralize 
submarines, and to dash forward in ] 
time of battle to spray a sheaf of j 
toipedoes which will compel the ene- 
my to take a disadvantageous posit- 
ion. 


They must be nimble as a cat, 


be brought down before they can 
come close enough to release their 
torpedoes. 


They must be nimble a sa cat, 


to dodge torpedoes and to flee heav- 
ier gunfire. 


They must carry massive fire pow- 


er, both in guns and torpedo tubes. 


Finally, they must be sea-worthy 


under all conditions, for .they must 
accompany the fleet or operate in- 
dependently themselves regardless of 
the others. 


World War Experience 


Old-line officers have always em- 


phasized seaworthiness. They need go 
back only to the World War to point 
out that efforts of bright young of- 
ficers to put more and more gadgets 
on the Ford eagle boats brought a na- 
val scandal. These, in original design, 
were seaworthy. By the time all the 
surplus gadgets were installed they 
began tipping over even in smooth 
water.
